Not everything that bears the 
name of Pentecost is Pentecostal 
in reality. On the day of Pen- 
tecost the people spake with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. Real Pentecostal ex- 
perience is accompanied with the 
same manifestation of the Spirit 
to-day. 

Beware of literature entitled 
**Pentecostal Literature,’’ unless 
it comes from publishers you 
know. We don’t mean to con- 
demn all literature headed with 
the above title that may be pub- 
lished by other than those advo- 
cating as Acts 2:4 indicates, but 
look it over, and see that it does 
not oppose the speaking in other 
tongues as the evidence of the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost, 
before you give it to some one 
else to read. We hold that no 
one has the right to use the name 
“*Pentecost”’ as a title and oppose 
the Latter Rain movement that 
is spreading over the earth, but 
it is done. This is a time for 
watchfulness. ‘‘Not everything 
is gold that glitters.’’ There is 
a true Pentecostal experience ac- 


companied with the speaking in 
other tongues as th? Spirit gives 
utterance. There is also a coun- 
terfeit and mockery of the 
tongues, but when one is under 
the blood and honestly seeking 
God instead of tongues, there is 
no danger of the counterfeit tak- 
ing hold’ of you. There is too 
much joy and satisfaction in the 
genuine for us to give much time 
or space to the discussion of the 
false. Get the best and keep it, 
and you will be so occupied that 
you will have little time to fear 
or bother with the false. Some 
are hindered from receiving the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost for 
fear of receiving a counterfeit or 
running off into fanaticism. This 
should not be. Look to God and 
press on. God loves you too well 
to allow the devil to impose on 
His humble believing ehild who 
has placed himself in His care 
for guidance, protection, and for 
filling with His blessed Spirit. 
**If a son shall ask bread of any 
of you that is a father, will he 
give him astone?. Or if he ask 
a fish, will he give him a ser- 


pent? Or if he ask an egg, will 
he offer hima scorpion? If ye 
then, being evil, know how to 
give good gifts unto your chil- 
dren, how much more shall your 
Heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask Him?’’ 
Luke 11:11-18. And when He 
comes and you are truly baptized 
with the Holy Ghost, you will 
speak with other tongues as the 
Spirit gives utterance. ‘But 
when the Comforter is come, 
whom I will send unto you from 
the Father, even the Spirit of 
truth, which proceedeth from the 
Father, He shall testify of Me.’’ 
John 15:26. And this is just 
what occurred on the day of Pen- 
tecost, when they were baptized 
with the Holy Ghost. This is 
just what occurred at the house 
of Cornelius, ‘‘For they heard 
them speak with tongues and 
magnify God.’’ Acts 10:46. 
And this is just what has oc- 
curred with every one who has 
received the baptism with the 
Holy Ghost ever since the first 
outpouring, and what will occur 
every time any one receives the 
same baptism in this twentieth 
century. Thus the Pentecostal 
experience is so closely connected 
with the speaking in other 
tongues that there is no scriptu- 
ral reason for people to claim to 
be Pentecostal and in opposition 
to the tongues of this latter natin 
movement.

“THE LAND IN THE M&DST OF 
THE FLOOD.”’ 

This is what the people of Madagas- 
ear called their country many years 
ago. A great many interesting things 
could be told about this great island, 
the largest of the African islands, but 
we are more interested in the people 
who live there. On the western coast 
the people are black like negroes, and 
on the eastern they are light in color, 
more like the Malays. These people 
are divided into tribes, who all speak 
the same language, although there are 
several dialects. Until the Missiona- 
ries went to Madagascar, seventy-five 
or eighty years ago, the people never 
had a written language. The world 
owes a great debt to the men and wo- 
men Missionaries, who in many lands 
have been among the greatest lexicog- 
raphers and translators of the years. 
WHAT THE MISSIONARIES FOUND 

When the first Missionaries, sent out 
by the London Missionary Society, 
reached Madagascar, they found the 
people lazy, drunken and immoral. 
They found a great and dreadful system 
of slavery. Men had many wives. 
Children were often killed by their pa- 
rents, and for the most trivial reasons, 
people were put to death. Stealing 
and lying were so common that nothing 
was thought of them. The people be- 
lieved incharms and witchcraft. There 


were ‘‘state idols’ which were wor- . 


shiped. At harvest time greatjsacri- 
fices of fowl and sheep were made, 
while in some parts of the island hu- 
man sacrifices were offered to the gods, 

This, and mu.h more, fully as bad, is 
what the first Missionaries found in 
Madagascar, and among this kind of 
heathen they began to sow the good 
seed of the Gospel of Christ. 

HOW THE SEED GREW. 


The king, whose name was Radama 
I, was a very cruel man, yet he wanted 
his people to learn to read and write 
and do other things which the English 
Missionaries could teach} them. Th 


Missionaries who went to Madagascar 
were allowed to stay because among 
them were Christian artisans who could 
teach the people to be ‘‘good workmen 
as well as good Christians” There 
were schools established, and many of 
the young people attended them, learn- 
ing to read the Bible. It was eleven 
years before any one was converted, 
but at last hundreds of people became 
truly converted, leaving off their evil 
ways and being-real Christians. Chap- 
els were built, and a large number of 
people of the island forsook their wick- 
edness and believed in Jesus. 

A CRUEL KING AND A WICKED 

QUEEN. 

Radama I, who was king of Mada- 
gascar when the Missionaries first went 
there, was a most cruel man. When 
the Missionaries had finished transla- 
ting the Gospel of Matthew, they sent 
a copy as a present tothe king. It was 
read to him by a young nobleman who 
had attended the Mission schools. The 
king, however, was not at all interested 
in the reading until the account of the 
crucifixion was reached. He asked par- 
ticularly what ‘‘crucifixion’’ meant, 
and when its meaning was explained he 
said: ‘‘That is a capital mode of pun- 
ishment. I shall use it hereafter;” and 
calling his head carpenter, he ordered a 
number of crosses made. 

When Radama died the throne was 
seized by one of his twelve wives, a 
wicked, conscienceless woman, who was 
an idolater herself, and hated the Eng- 
lish Missionaries. She at first thought 
of banishing all Europeans from the 
island, and the reason she did not was 
the same one which had influenced Ra- 
dama to permit them to enter: they 
could teach the people so many useful 
things which otherwise they could not 
learn. The keepers of the royal idols 
told the queen that the gods were angry, 
and unless Christianity was banished 
from the island, they would send 
plagues, epidemics and evils of all kinds 
upon the people. 


HOW TWO BARS OF SOAP SAVED 
THE MISSION. 

The queen, whose name was Rama- 
valona, decided to drive all the Mission- 
aries out, and would have done so, but 
for one of those queer happenings 
which sometimes change the whole face 
of things. She somehow got hold of a 
bar of English soap, and was so de- 
lighted with 1t that she called the Mis- 
sionanes together and told them if they 
could show her people how to make 
azoap they might stay on the island. 
The Missionaries, who didn’t happen to 
know the gentle art of soap-making, 
went to their homesdiscouraged. James 
Cameron, however, a manffof great 
courage and resourcefulness, told the 


messengers of the queen that if they 
would come to him in a week he would 
see what he could do. Promptly at the 
end of a week, back came the messen- 
gers, and were presented by the Mis- 
sionary with two bars of soap, which 
he had made entirely of products of 
their own island. These two bars of 
soap saved the Mission for five years, 
the queen being so pleased that she 
made a contract with the Missionaries 
not only to teach the young nobles how 
to make soap, but to supply the gov- 
ernfnent. 

THE FIRES OF PERSECUTION LIT. 


But the heathen queen hated the Mis- 
sionaries and the religion they taught. 
In spite of this, increasing numbers of 
the people were becoming Christians. 
The first blow to crush Christianity 
fell when, by royal order, no one was 
allowed to learn to read and write ex- 
cept in schools established by the gov- 
ernment. Then charges against the 
Christians were presented to the chief 
judges. These were some of them: 
The Christians despise idols; they are 
always praying; their women are 
chaste; they observe the Sabbath as a 
sacred day, etc. Then the Missionaries 
were forbidden to baptize converts or 
hold meetings, and worshipping God 
was also forbidden. At a great gath- 
ering of the people called by the queen, 
all who were Christians were command- 
ed to confess themselves as such. Then 
2,000 brave people came forward and 
courageously professed that they were 
followers of Christ. Four hundred of 
these were men who held official posi- 
tion. These men were degraded in 
rank, and the rest heavily fined. All 
persons who owned books of any kind, 
including Bibles and hymn books, were 
forced to surrender them, and they 
were burned. People who were seen 
in the company of Missionaries were 
put in chains. All kinds of indignities 
were heaped upon the Christians. 
Shortly after this, in July, 1836, the 
Missionaries were ordered from the 
country, and there then followed twen- 
ty-five years of unspeakably horrible 
persecution against the Christians who 
steadfastly refused to turn their backs 
on their new faith. 

“OUT OF GREAT TRIBULATION.”’ 


Words cannot describe the awful suf- 
ferings of these heroic followers of 
Christ, during the long years of the 
persecution. Many left their homes 
and hid in distant parts of the island, 
meeting their death at the hands of sav- 
ages. Others hid in the mountains, for- 
ests, and in the rice-pits under the floors 
ot their huts. Sometimes these pits 
were connected by underground passa- 
ges in which the fugitives could hide 
while the officers searched their dwel- 
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lings. During all these years meetings 
for the worship of God were held, 
sometimes in dens, caves or mountain 
ravines, some of the Christians walk- 
ing forty miles to be present at a ser- 
vice. 


HOW THE BOOK WAS KEPT. 


Even while the Christians were in 
hiding they were not idle, but perse- 
vered in their quest for souls, many 
converts in out-of-the-way places being 
made. Frequently even the guards 
who kept the prisoners were converted. 
‘these prisoners occupied their time in 
copying parts of the Bible, and in re- 
pairing torn pieces which they had been 
able to hide, and so keep. In the mu- 
seum of the London Missionary Society 
some of these may be seen. Many are 
sewed together with fibres of bark, 
some have strips of paper pasted along 
the margins, while many are stained 
and discolored by having been buried in 
the ground, hidden in the thatch of the 
roof, or in a hole in the wall. 


‘““THE BLOOD OF THE MARTYRS.”’ 


During the year 1849, 2,000 Christ- 
ians were fined, sold intoslavery, loaded 


down with chains and compelled to work | 


in the quarries. Eighteen were sen- 
tenced todie. Sixty-one years ago, on 
a morning in March, eighteen men and 
women, whose only crime was that they 
were Christians, were sentenced to die, 
and were marched to the place of exe- 
cution singing, ‘‘We’re Going Home.”’ 
Four of noble birth were burned, cry- 
ing, as the flames leaped up around 
them, ‘‘Father, lay not this sin to 
their charge.’’ The other fourteen, 
wrapped in filthy mats, and with mouths 
gagged, were marched through the 
streets of the capital to a hill having a 
sheer precipice on one side with a de- 
scent of 150 feet. With ropes tied about 
their bodies, one by one the martyrs 
were hung over the edge of the preci- 
pice, the executioner waiting before 
cutting the rope until, for the last time, 
each was asked if he would pray to the 
idols. Invariably a triumphant ‘‘No’’ 
was the answer, and then with a swift 
stroke of the knife the rope was cut 
and a lifeless, mangled body lay on the 
rocky plain below. The eighteenth 
victim was a young girl, who had been 
a great favorite of the queen. In the 
hope that she would reeant, she was 
placed where she must see all her 
friends as they fell to their death, and 
was then given a chance to renounce 
the religion of Christ. This she not 
only refused to do, but begged the ex- 
ecutioner to mete out to her the same 
fate which her comrades, who lay dead 
on the plain below, had suffered. When 
this was known the judges declared her 
sane, and she was led away. 
The queen, this modern Jezebel, now 


infuriated beyond all reason, deter- 
mined to stamp out the hated faith at 
any cost. Thousauds of Christians were 
punished with the utmost severity. 
Many lives were sacrificed, fourteen 
Christians being stoned to death at one 
time. But deliverance came while the 
night of terror seemed the darkest. 
While the persecution was at its height, 
the bloodthirsty Queen Ranavalona, 
this past-mistress of cruelty and wick- 
edness was cut down by death. Her 
son ascended the throne, and on the 
day of his coronation, by a royal decree, 
religious liberty was proclaimed for all 
the people. Families were reunited, 
slaves x.ere hberated and a time of 
great rejoicing ended the awful years 
of sorrow and persecution. 


NoTe.—After the French had seized 
Madagascar in 1895, later persecution 
developed owing to the opposition of 
the Jesuits toward Protestant Mission- 
ary work. A number of native Christ- 
ians and several 4 omg were 
killed. However, a better day seems 
to have dawned, and the whole Christ- 
ian world can but hope that the work 
of God may go forward triumphantly 
in this island from whence so many 
have gone to wear the crowns of mar- 
tyrs.—Selected.

When I was achild I do not remem- 
ber coming in contact with any teach- 
ing which showed me the sacredness of 
the body. Now it is very different; 
Christians everywhere are more or less 
alive to this truth as revealed in the 
Word of God. Still a great deai of 
teaching is needed, and I trust that my 
readers may find it helpful to have 


.placed before them some of the texts 


bearing upon this subject. 

In 1 Cor. vi:19, the Apostle seems to 
express surprise that the Corinthian 
Christians are so lacking in this knowl- 
edge. ‘‘What! know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Holy Ghost 
which is in you, which ye have of God, 
and ye are not your own?’’ The fol- 
lowing verse gives the reason: ‘‘For ye 
are bought with a price; therefore glo- 
rify God in your body.’’ The precious 
purchase price of the blood of Jesus in- 
cludes our body. Our body is ‘‘bought’’ 
by the Lord Jesus, as well as our soul; 
therefore it belongs to Him now and 
forever, and must be looked upon as 
His sacred property, to be used for His 
glory. We are told in the latter part 
of the 13th verse, of the same chapter, 
“‘The body is for the Lord, ana the 
Lord for the body.’’ His life, His ho- 
liness, yea, JESUS HIMSELF, in His 
mighty indwelling by the Spirit of God, 
is for the body. In this union with our 
blessed Lord, the whole becomes spir- 
itual, and is delivered from fleshly ap- 
petites which war against the soul. 
**But he that is joined unto the Lord is 
one Spirit.’’ (Verse 17.) And very 
strongly is this truth brought out in 
verse 15, ‘‘Know ye not that your bod- 
ies are the members of Christ?’’ And 
again in Eph. v:30, *‘For we are mem- 
bers of His body, of His flesh, and of 
His bones.’’ Since,He has called us to 
such a close union as this with Himself, 
how we should seek, with living faith, 
to obey Rom. vi. 13, ‘‘Yield yourselves 
unto God, as those that are alive from 
the dead, and your members as instru- 
ments of righteousness unto God.’’ 

This brings us tothat wonderful truth 
in Rom. viii:1l, ‘‘But if the Spirit of 
Him that raised up Jesus from the 
dead dwell in you, He that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall also quicken 
your mortal bodies by his Spirit that 
dwelleth in you.’’ Notice that it is our 
*‘mortal body’’ that is here spoken of. 
We are to have here and now an ‘‘earn- 
est’’ of that life, which shall be ours in 
all its fullness when our ‘‘body of hu- 
miliation’’ (lit.) shall be made ‘“‘like 
unto His glorious body.’’ -The Greek 
word for ‘‘quicken’’ is ‘‘full of life.’’ 
Our mortal bodies are to be full of His 
life, by the power of the indwelling 
Holy Spirit. How miuch more we‘all

need to realize of ouf redemption rights 
along this line! 

In Romans xii:1 we read these words, 
**I beseech you therefore, brethren, by 
the mercies of God, that ye present 
your bodies a living sacrifice, holy, ac- 
ceptable unto God, which is your reas- 
onable service.” Although these bod- 
ies are his own by right of purchase, 
yet we areto yield them to Him by a 
definite act of consecration—by which 
our own free choice and will surrenders 
to Him His own. ‘‘A living SACRI- 
FICE’’ means that they are to be con- 
tinually offered up to Him in loyal, de- 
voted service—a sacrifice of faith and 
love; ard the sacrifice is to be.a ‘‘LIV- 
ING’’ one because His Spirit within 
shall continually cause these bodies to 
be more and more filled with His life 
and strength in proportion as faith of- 
fers them upin sacrifice. 
thought further elaborated in 2 Cor. 
iv:10-11-16. (Please read these verses 
prayerfully.) In proportion as we yield 
our bodies to His death, ‘‘the life also 
of Jesus” shall be ‘‘made manifest in 
our mortal flesh.” His life, not ours; 
blessed exchange! ‘‘Made manifest;’’ 
not hidden, but shown forth in health 
of countenance, and in strength for 
abundant labors, as He leads. ‘‘Re- 
newed day by day,’’ as we feed upon 
manna. Withsuch abundant and Heav- 
enly provision for our physical needs, 
shall we not be able to realize, as never 
before, the truth of Isa. x1:29-31, ‘‘He 
giveth power to the faint; and to them 
that have no might He increaseth 
strength. Even the youths shall faint 
and be weary, and the young men shall 
utterly fall: but they that wait upon 
the Lord shall renew (exchange) their 
strength; they shall mount up with 
wings as eagles; they shall run, and 
not be weary; and they shall walk, and 
not faint.’’ 

In the light of all these Scriptures, 
what new and precious meaning we see 
in 1 Thess. v:23, ‘‘And the very God of 
peace sanctify you wholly; and I pray 
God your whole spirit and soul and body 
be preserved blameless unto the coming 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. Faithful is 
He that calleth you, who also wiil do 
it.”—‘‘Triumphs of Faith.”’ ;
